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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 



1 . Applicant's election without traverse of group I in the reply filed on 1 1/8/04 is 
acknowledged. 

Specification 

2. The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 1 and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Karpman et al. (US Patent 6,534,340) in view of Li (US Patent 6,249,034). Karpman et 
al. disclose an active device and a photo diode array (figure 1 ), wherein the wafer 
having at least bonding pads (14) located on the surface of the outermost metallic 
interconnect layer, and the wafer has an illumination area located above the photo 
diode array; forming at least a micro-lens (42) over the illumination area of the wafer; 
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and forming a cutting film (infrared blocking layer) (34/44) over the micro-lens (see 
figures 4 and 7). With respect to claim 4 the bonding pads are exposed after forming the 
cutting film (infrared blocking layer) (see figure 4). With respect to claim 5 disclose 
singulating chips on the wafer (figure 1 ). However Karpman et al. fails to disclose the 
formation of the interconnect layer in the wafer. Whereas Li disclose the use of the 
metal interconnect in the wafer. Therefore it would have been obvious to one of ordinary 
skill in the art at the time the invention was made to combine the teachings of Karpman 
and Li because forming the interconnects in the wafer would be more efficient use of 
space and a more efficient way of interconnecting the photodiodes. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 2 and 3 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

6. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: the prior art of record neither teaches nor suggests the cutting film is formed 
directly on the curved surface of the microlense (claim 2), forming a passivation layer 
over the microlense but before the formation of the cutting film (claim 3).
